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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 1 , 
line 15, "Figure 10" should instead be "Figure 3". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Schilling et 
al. "Modification of the High-Rate Discharge... metal oxides to the cathode". 

Schilling et al. teaches alkaline batteries comprising cathodes comprising 
electrolytic manganese dioxide (EMD), graphite and additive such as Iambda-Mn02 and 
negative electrodes comprising zinc. Schilling et al. teaches that after allowing the cells 
to equilibrate they were discharged at 69 mA, corresponding to 150 mA/g for the 
cathode mix without additives. The cell performance itself is measured as time to a 
certain cut-off voltage such as 1 .1V, 1 .0 V and 0.9 V. Schilling et al. teaches that 
comparing the 7-day samples with the no-additive sample, the OCV is increased for 
cells with the Iambda-Mn02 additive which not unexpected. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 3-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
